without which defire, what rational Creature would

Bot Na- 
ture tack d a mare than ordinary pleaſing Senſation 
and Deſire to each Sex, in the Act, by giving thoſe 
Parts ſuch a quick tender Senſe and tranſporting 
Titillation, and which with all the artillery of Rea- 
ſon we are not able to controul, (fo furious is our paſ- 
ſion for the Embrace,) we ſhould have no manner of 
incirement or inclination to, the periorguog, i 3; and 
conſequently Procreation muſt ſoon ceaſe and be ar 
an end: For Man, à Divine and moſt noble Crea- 
ture, endu d, as ſaid before, ny Reaſon and Un- 
derſtanding, would never yield to make his mind 
ſubject to a thing, ſo Abject and Filthy, ſo Unclean 
and Bruriſh as is carnal Copulation,were he not incited 
by the power of thoſe Venerous Ticklings we have 
{ poken of, which Nature hath plac'd in the Genital 
Parts, and furniſht with more exact and exquiſite 
| Senſe than any other parts of the Body beſides. | 
I beſe things conſider'd, brings me forth to the 
Difinirion and Structure of thoſe Curious, and,.as 
ſome ſay, noble Parts miniftring to Procreation in 
each Sex, which I ſhall in purſuance of my promiſe 
made in the fixth and laſt Edition of my Book of the 
| Venereal Diſeaſe lately Publiſtid, ſer forth particular- 
ly, ſo far as is neceſſary, and I am capable of doing, 
and ſhew the wonderful operation of Nature in Ge- 


neration, and ſeek out the Infirmities, Diſcaſes and 


Cauſes that hinder Generation, and from thence pre- 
ſcribe means to remove or cure thoſe Defects and 


Diſeaſes, and conſequently aſſiſt Nature, and further 


her in a concern of ſo much Variery and Curioſſty. 


J ſhall begin as order dire &s, firſt with. Man, and 
mention a little diſtinctly his Parts miniſtring to Ge- 
neration, the better to lead us to the Infitmities and 
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The Inſtruments of Generation in Man, conſiſts of 
divers Parts, and are to be conſider d as they are di- 
ſtinguiſn d, under divers Names and | Significations 
proper to their various Diſpoſitions and Offices: The 
Vaſa Praparuntia are Organs or Veſſels to repare 
Matter for the Seed, and conſiſts of Arteries and Veins, 
which are accompanied with Nerves and Lymphe- 
ducts ; the Arteries afford Matter for the Seed, and 
they are called Arteriæ Spermatice : The Veins bring 
back again the Blood „ to the ma- 
king of Seed, end to the nouriſhment of the Teſticles 
or Stones,” and they are called Vene Spermatice.” Some 
Veſſels make the Seed, and they are the Teſticles or 
Stones; ſome convey the Seed from the Stones to its 
Cellules ar Store-houſes, or Conſervatories, being 
thoroughly concocted and perfected by the heat and 
force of the Stones: Other Veſſels hold or contain 
the Seed till the time of Copulation, and they ate caÞ 
led the Veſicule Seminales, aid that which conveys 
and diſcharges the Seed out of the Veſiculæ Seminales 
into the Womans Matrix or Womb, in the act of Co- 
ition, is called the Pens or Tard; and others again 
moiſten, with a certain Liquor, the Vretbra or pal 
ſage of the Tard through which the Seed is emitted oj 
ſent out, and thoſe are called in Latin Praſt ates, or 
Proſtate Glands, without which moiſtning of the Ure- 
tra, the Salts of the Urine would prove too ſharp an- 
frer the paffage,'to the making the Patient frequently 
ad ene ee ee 
The Teſticles or Stones in Men are called in Latin 
Teftes, that is, Witneſſes, becauſe they Evidence or 
give ſuſſicient Proof of ones being a Man, and are 
called in Greek Didhmi, i. e. Twins, becauſe ace -- 
cording to Nature they are always two, tho' we have 
divers Inſtances of ſome having bur one, and of others 
having three or four Stones, and again of others na- 
turally Born Without any. Thoſe who have three or 
four, have not the advantage of others who have but 
two, becanſe inſtead of being more fertile by the

number, they become rather more Imporent, ir bein 


| obſerv d that the prolifick Virtue is diſtributed into 
too many Parts to be of any force for Generation, 


whatever they might be for Luſt and Pleaſure, as 


Agathocles, King ici formerly, and others now - 


well know. Yet I have had ir confidently, afſerted that 
all the Deſcendants of a certain illuſtrious Family in 
| Germany, had three Stones, and were thereby keener 
- Bedfellows than other Men. And it has been aſſur d, 
that a certain Perſon of Quality, not unknown to 
ſome, had three, and that the greareſt patt of his Fa - 
mily were as well provided. The Stones are ac- 
counted, and that very juſtly, among the principal 
Parts miniſtring to Generation; and tho they are not 


neceſſary to the Life of Man, yet are very neceſſary 


to the conſervation of the Species, ſince, by the lols 
- of them, Man is very much injur'd, nor. only as to 
the Strength, Activity and Vigour of his Body, Acute- 
reſs of his Reaſon and Judgment, Sc. but is the ſole 


hindrance as to Procreation, which perfectly un- 


Mans him; for we fee thoſe that are Born without 
Stones, or are Caſtrated, are much more Effeminate 
and Womaniſh, with ſqueaking Voices, little or no 
Beards, Sc. and thereby deſpis d, eſpecially by the 


Women. | 


The Stones are whitiſh and ſoft, of a Subſtance pe- 


culiar to themſelves, the like being nor in the whole 
Body befides ; having no cavity or hollowneſs in 
them, bur -are compounded of innumerable little 


Ropes of Seed-carrying Veſſels, ty d to one another 


by very thin Membranes, and joined or continued to 


one another, and carry the Seed in their undiſcernable 


hollowneſſes. They are, as ſaid before, in number 
two, hanging our of rhe Belly at the Root of the 
Tard enclos d in the Scrotum or Cod, which is a 
Purſe conſiſting of two Membranes, and which are 


ſtyled common, becauſe they equally cover both the 


Teſticles; the ſhape of the Scones are Oval, or Egg- 
Uke, only a little flartiſh, differing in magnicude in 
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Secret Parti of Men am Women. 


ſeveral Perſons, but each naturally equal to the other, 
and not the right one bigger than the leſt, or that 
Male - Children are begot by the right, and Female 
by the leſt, as is falſly alledg d, but the mean or uſual 
Size is abour the bigneſs of a Pigeon's Egg, or 
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ſomewhat: bigger; in ſome I have ſeen them as big 


as (mall Hen-Eggs, and the fize of the Turd in — : 
portion. Some Authors inform us, that in ſome Per- 

ſons the Stones and Tard both, have lain hid in the 
Belly till the Age of Puberty, at which time they 
have appear d upon the occaſion of ſome violent 
Action perform d by the Parties, who had paſs d for 
Girls, till that accident diſcover d their Manhood. 
I ſaw, ſome time ſince, a Lad of 13 Years of Age that 
had no Teſticles or Stones in his Cod, and whoſe Taru 
was ſcarce an Inch out of the Belly, but never faw 
all the Members ſo obſcur'd as not to diſcover the Sex. 
| The uſe of the Stones is two-fold, one to turn the 
Blood brought by the Arterie Præparuntes out of the 
Veins, and impregnated with Animal Spirits into 

Seed ; and the ſecond ro add Hear, Vigour, Strength 
and Courage te the Body, to fir Man to the act of 
Copulation, in order to Generation, as we ſee Geld- 
ing to the contrary makes manifeſt, for ſuch as are 
Caſtrated or Gelt, as ſaid before, have all thoſe 
pleaſing Functions impair d, and ſo render d impoſ- 
ſible ro perform the Act as they ought, the ſome ſay, 
Men have not only Copulated, bur got Children when 
they haye had no Stones, bur it ſeems incredible. 
The ancient Philoſophers ſay, That if Man's Teſticles 
or Stones were plac'd within his Belly, as Womens 
Stones are, that additional Heat would fo augment 


the natural Heat of his Stones, as that there would 


75 be a more Luſtful or Laſcivious Creature in the 
niverſe 3 for Experience juſtly ſhews that thoſe Ani- 
mals which have their Stones within the Body, are 
much hottet, and more Fruitful than thoſe who have 
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tick Arteries always march between the circumvolu- 
tions of the. Veins, to the end, that the Blood they con- 
tain may be heated, rarefy'd, and put into motion 

by the heat of the Veins, and by that means be qua- 
lify d for an eaſie Filtration in the Tefticles, where the 
precipitation commences to make Seed: For the moſt 
reſin d, Volatile and penetrating part of the Blood is 


ſtrain d our from the reſt by the Glandulous Pith of che 


Tefticles; which gives paſſage only to the ſineſt Particles, 
and obliges the reſt to return by the Veins. This part of 
the Blood thus filtrated is raiſed to a juſt degree of 
perfection, by the length of the Pipes through which 
it paſſes, ſor the ſlower that a Liquor moves, the 


more time is given to its Particles to ſubtilize them- 


ſelves. Beſides, there is a further addition to its re- 
finements accruing from the windings and turnings 
of theſe Pipes; for irs Particles (that is of the Blood) 


ure a mutual diſunion, by whirling about, re. 


zounding and joſtling one againſt another; nay, it is 


likewiſe depurared in the Excrteor Dus of the Te. 
ſticles and Epididymg. In the paſſage which we call 
Deferent, or as (ome Ejaculatoria (becauſe in the mi- 


nute of Enjoyment they ſquirt out the Seed) tis per- 


fecter than any where elſe; for, in effect, it begins 
there to aſſume a white Colour, and turn frothy, 


whereas in the Teſticles twas only grey and fluid. But

Know the unſpeakable Service it will be to Mankind 
in general, and how much thoſe People whoſe caſes

| come to the perſect knowledge thereof ; beſides, they 
saKlre not unſenſible, chat Phyſicians ànd Surgeons well 
of Wedlock 3- and that if on one hand Sin has tackd 
Shame to this knowledge, on the other hand,; to uſe 
St. Auſtin's Words, Nature hath plac'd nothing in 

© the Seerers of Man and Woman, but what is very 
wonderful, very delightful, and very pretty; and 

< which we ought more eſpecially; for the ſake of Pro- 

£ creation, to take care to keep rectiſied and in order. 
The Genital Parts of Man have commonly in moſt 
their juſt Dimenſions, and ſhould have ſo in all; Na- 
ture having eſtabliſh'd Laws for all the Parts we are 
compos d of., The Man's Tard, according to the 
ſame Laws ought not, generally ſpeaking, to be 
above ſix or ſeven Inches long, and three or four in 
circumference, but when erected, as hinted before, 
is nine or ten Inches long in ſome, and four or five 
Inches in circumference, but the former is the moſt 
proper and general Meaſure, and is what Nature has 
kept to in the Formation or Make of that Part in moſt 
Men; and if in others it be longer and bigger, it 
ſerves not ſo well for Generation: For which reaſon 
the Inhabitants in the Southern Countries, who are 
generally ſo provided, are not fo proper for Procrea: 

tion, as we thar live here in the Northern one.

perhaps at laſt fall a victim to it. But if rhe Swel- 
ling tends to Impoſthumation, all endeavours to diſcuſs. 
are in vain, and the preſent relief is to forward its 
breaking as faft as conveniently may be, with Emol- - 
lient and ſuppurating Medicainents, ſuch as Cata- 
laſms of white Lilly- roots, Marſh-mallow-roots, 
boild with white Bread and Milk, with the addition 
of Oil of Lillies and Oinrment of Marih-mallows ap- 
plyed as hot as can well be endured ; and when t 
Impoſthume is broke, is to be dreſs d with Digeſtives 
ptoper on ſuch occaſions; for if the applications be 
improper, miſchiefs do enſue, ſuch as Infertility, Gc- 
ſor ever irrecoverabbeeeee. e 
Deficiencies oſten happen to Men by means of a 
windy Humour, or Rupture in the Stones, which di- 
ſtend them and the cad ſometimes very largely, and 
ſometimes is accompanied with Water alſo, and is 
occafion'd either by a vitious acid Quality of the 
Nutritious Liquor of the Membranes ſurrounding or 
inveſting the Stones, or elſe is deriv d from the Abdo- — 
men or Belly. This Malady is ſufficiently known : 
by the Swelling, which is ſometimes very big indeed, 
and the diſtending Pain that accompanies it, which 
while remains, hinders Copulation and Procreation, 
and if not timely Curd, produces perpetual Impo- 
tency. To remedy this, all internal Medicines that 
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are Qirminative are good. So alſo external Medi- 
cines, as Cataplaſms and Fomentations that are Car- 
minatr̃vye and Diſcuſſing, as Cummin-ſeeds, Corian- 
der- ſe eds, Camomile and Melilot- flowers, Bay- berries, 
Beam. meal, Cow. dung, and the like, not forgetting 
the application of a convenient Bag - Truſs, by the 
uſe of which, F bave reducd very large windy 
Tumours in the Szoxes and Col. 
Deficiencies in Men a}ſo follow upon their being 
afflicted with watry Swellings in the Cod, altering 
the form and magnitude of the Stone or Stones, 
known * a ſenſe of ſomething floating in the Cod, 
and diſcover d plainly what it is, by holding a Candle 
on one ſide, and looking through it; it begins firſt 
but ſmall, but ſoon encreaſes, and in length of time 
grows harder, yet yeilds ro the preſſure of the Finger 
and pits, caus d from a rupture of the Lymphatick 
Veſſels in the Stones, or ſome obſtructions there that 
ſtop the reflux of the Lymph from thence. To Cure 
this, many Authors have preſcribd as many Reme- 
dies, both for inward and outward uſe, inwardly 
Antihydropick Medicines, and ourwardly Carminative 
and Diſcufling Medicines, ſuch as were preſcribd 
juft before for the windy Tumour of the Stones; but 
all is in vain ; I have been told, and it has been aver d 
to me, that thoſe warry, Tumours have been entirely 
evacuated and remoy'd by Cataputium given inwardly: 
upon the recommendation, I once try d it, but to no 
purpoſe; the only way therefore to relieve the Patient, 
1 by Apertion or opening the Cod to diſcharge the

And as thoſe Swellings of the Stones and Cod afore- 
mention d cauſe Inferriliry and Imporency, in Men, 
lo a Sarcocele or fleſhy Swellings of the Stones, cauſe 
no leſs inconveniency; thoſe fleſhy Ruptures are caus'd 
from Blows, Falls, &c. caufing Inflammations and Pain 
firſt, and ſometimes the Veſſels and Membranes of

ſhews a very great imbeciliry of the Spermarick Veſſels, 
and is caus'd in ſome from a redundancy or turgeſcence 
of the Seminal Matter, in others from a ſharpneſs of 
the Seed, which ſtimulates and contracts the Fibres 
of the Seminal Veſſels and adjacent Muſcles; and 
again, in others, from a thinneſs and watrineſs of the 
Seed, together with rhe concurring flaccidity or looſe-

to this condition by too high or liberal Eating and 
Drinking, eſpecially where there is no Exerciſe, Care, 
Sc. Others are plung d into this Unhappineſs by a 
rotal abſtaining from Coition ; others again from. tos 
frequent correſponding or ſetting their Thoughts on 
Venereal Objects. Some by too conſtant lying on 
rhe Back, and indulging themſelves therein, heating 
their Reins, lying upon roo ſoft Beds, have been ren- 
dred under this circumſtance ; thoſe misfortunes ge- 
nerally befal ſuch that are attended with a ſharp ſalt- 
Hh Diſpoſition of the Blood, as well as ſuch who are 
of Scorburick, Hypochondriack and Melancholick 
Conſtitutions, or that live upon the immoderate uſe 

of ſharp ſalt Meats and Drinks; or that have us'd in 
their Youth too much or exceſs of Venery and manual 
Violence or Friction, which not only relaxes the Se- 
minal Veſſels, bur deſtroys the Ferment in the Teſt:cles 
or Stones, as plainly appears by their Seed's being of 
a thin, watry and inelaborate Conſiſtency, which if 
not in time remedied, degenerates into Hecticks, 
Conſumprions, Sc. The general Method for Cure 
in thoſe Caſes, is to rectifie the ill diſpoſition of the 
Blood, and thereby to abate, leſſen and remove the 
vicious quantity of Matter occaſioning it, as allo to 
qualifie the ſharpneſs of the Matter, and to corrobo- 
rate and ſtrengthen the Ferment and Texture of a

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Seminal Veſſels and other adjoyning Parts; to do 
which, many Medicines are recommended by Au- 
thors, but what Medicines I have obſerv'd to be moſt 
ferviceable, (unleſs in ſome particular Caſes,) are

There are divers other Medicines taken notice of 
by divers Authors, bur as they are beſt appropriated 
according to the Judgment of rhe Phyſician, who 
thoſe Patients are advisd to apply to for help, as beſt 

knowing what ſuits them in each various Caſe, tis 
needleſs here to incert tee. = 
Some Men are-abridg'd of their Veneroal Pleaſure 
by a ſpurious flux of Seed, of a different Nature from 
the proper Genital Liquor, being always attended 
with ſome Pain, Sharpneſs, and other Symptoms, 
and ſometimes Diſcolour d, Stinking, c. not occa- 
fond by any Venerea! Contagion, or partaking at all 
of any Venereal Malignity 5 but comes near to the 
Whites in Womenkind, and is denoted properly Go- 
norrhæa Catarrbals, and is occaſion d by the Lymph 
of the Proſtate Glands, which if are relaxed or exul- 
cerated, as oftencimes they are, do ſeparate and void 
larger quantities than ordinary, to the perverting the 
Function of the Tard and Veſſels, ſo as to cauſe Im- 
potency, and is brought upon many by exceſs af 
Venery, uſing Friction with the Hand, Riding, Falls, 
Jumping, G. This I have frequently known to con- 
unue a long time, without ſubmitting to any methods 
of Cure, and in length of time, is like an Iſſue ro 
cleanſe the Body and Blood, and which however ia 
ume, if great care be not taken, will degenerate into a 
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Conſumption ; this Caſe I have known to ſucceed 
ill cur'd Claps, as I have more at large obſery'd in 
my Sixth Edition of the Venereal Diſeaſe. The Cure of 
this Malady is generally by ſome of the former Pre- 
ſcriprions, if curable, bur where one Man is really 
_ d, tis the Misfortune of ten, to be Incura- 
The too quick or over haſty ejaculation of the 
Seminal Matter in Men, as we hinted at a little be- 
ſore, oftentimes hinders Procreation, becauſe, before 
the Womans Numb is prepar d to receive it, all is 
flipt away, and the Work is over before it is well 
begun, and is caus'd by a ſharpneſs of the Seed which 
excites it to expulſion, and is emitted without any 
great Senſe or Pleaſure; and this is a miſchief that 
attends many Men, and about which I have had many 
to importune my aſſiſtance, whom I have frequently 
reſtor d by the uſe of ſome particular Alteratives and 
Aſtringents inwardly, and Baths or Aſtringent Fo- 
mentations us d outwardly. Opium is of noted effi 
cacy in theſe Caſes, ſo is Sugar of Lead and many 
other Medicines. I have a Preparation with Opium, 
Satytion, Ambergriſe, &c. which, notwithſtanding tis 
an Opiate, cauſes no ſtupidity or ſleepineſs, but to the 
contrary, makes the 8 E and Vigete, en- 
creaſes the Deſire, and cauſes a deliberation and pto- 
| me the Embrace, to very great Satisfaction; 
t where this over haſty ejaculation proceeds by the 
irritation of an Ulcer in the Inteſtinum Rectum, as | 
ſometimes it does, then that Ulcer muſt be Cur'd 
before any other Feats can be done, as Rondeletius 
rells us was the Caſe of a certain Nobleman that 
came to him to requeſt a remedy for his Impo- 
tency, by means of an Ulcer in the Inteſtinum 
Re&um which much affected the Paraſtatæ and 
cauſe of this diſorder is generally as aboveſaid, from 
ſharpneſs of the · Sc, or from the patency and lool- 
nels of the god Vefſels ; or from the Spiricuous 
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Turgeſcence and overmuch youthful Heat of the 
Seminal Liquor. The Indian and Turki/b Women we 
read, do uſe Opium to prolong the Act of Copulation, 
they being much delighted in that Pleaſure, and do not 
value a Man that cannot hold our long, and accom- 
pany with them oſten, they being indeed reported 


do be very ſalacious. 


And as the too quick, ſo the too flow. ejaculation 
of the Seed in the Act of Copulation (of which I 
promiſed. a little before ro ſay more about) hinders 
eos becauſe ir is often obſerv'd in ſome. 


Men, that notwichſtanding their having a great 


defire to Venery, and can hold our long in the Act, 
yet the over-flow, or no emiſſion of Seed ar laſt, 
obſtructs, as it needs muſt, the having of Children; 
and this is caus d from the Blood's inflaming the Tard 


to an Erection, the Spirits being deficient in quickning 


the Seed; or the Muſcles of the Yard are languid, 
or the Seminal Veſſels flaccid and unable to counter * 
poiſe rhe force of the Proſtate and neighbouring 
Parts, which in the Venerea/ Act ſwell up, bear in 
upon them, and contracts their Paſſages, inſomuch, 
that either they cannot eject the Seed in due time, 
but it often ſlips away when the Tard is down, and 
the Turgeſcence of the Parts gone; or elſe, being 
but a flatulent Erection, no Seed at all is emitted, or 
that inſtead of Seed, by too much forcing the Veſſels, 
Blood has been ejected. To remedy this untoward 
inconveniency, is to adminiſter ſharp aromatick and 
cephalick Medicines, ſuch as Caſtor, Pepper, Muſtard, 
Watercreſſes, Rocket- Seed, &c. and outwardly to 


| anoint the root of the Tard with Oil of Mace, Nur- 


megs, Cloves, Gc. as in another place and caſe 
before preſcrib'd, or rather that mixt with Oil of 
Cantharides, Civit, Musk, Ambergriſe, Sc. Some- 
times there is Seed in the Veſſels, and an inclination 
roper to the act of Copulation, but the Seed cannot 

emitted or ſent forth, by reaſon of a Caruncle or 
fleſhy Excreſcence in the paſſage of the Tard, which

40 Of the Infirmities, &c. of the 
generally proceeds from a virulent Clap, and unleſs 


that Caruncle be remov'd, a Cure cannot be ex- 
Aed: but this Caſe, as ſaid juſt now, proceeding 
rom the Venereal Taint, I refer the Reader to my 
Book of that Diſeaſe, wherein the Cure is ſufficiently 
8 and therefore ſhall ſay no more of it 
ere. . | 
There are yet other Cauſes of Impotency and de- 
fect of Procreation in Men, not ſufficiently herein 
ſpoken to, as defect of Erection of the Tard; alſo 
an immoderate Erection of the Yard, and depravation 
of the Erection of the Tard. Too often Copulating 
takes off the Deſire and Delight, and hinders Pro- 
creation ; tis a queſtion in Ariſtotle, why ſuch who 
oſten uſe Coition, rake leſs Pleaſure in ir than thoſe 
that uſe ir ſeldom ? and afligns three Cauſes thereof. 
Firſt, becauſe the paſſage of the Seed is over large 
and wide, and therefore the Seed makes no ſtay 
there, by which ſtay the Delight is had. The 
Second, becauſe that through often Copulating, there 
is bur little Seed left, and therefore giveth no delight, 
and is not impregnated with Procreative Life» Third» 
ly, becauſe ſome, inſtead of Seed, caſteth out Blood 
| Indigefted and raw, or ſome other watry ſubſtance 
which is not Spirituous, Hor, or Prolifick, and 

_ therefore cauſeth no Delight, and conſequently never 
Conceiveth; for as the due Erection and Srtifineſs 
of the Tard is one main qualification for the per- 
forming the Office of a Husband, ſo no leſs is the 
regular ejaculation of the Seed thro' the Tard ſo 
Erected, the other; and that unleſs there be due 
Erections, it will be no pleaſing Converſation either 
to Man or Woman; ſo upon thoſe due Erections, if 
there be not a regular ejection of Seed, there can be 
no Conception. The former, that is, defect or want 
of Erection, is what is generally termed Impotency, 
and is too truly ſuch, as many Men and Women 
abroad, to their Loſs and Sorrow, can bear Teſti- 
mony: Now this Impotency, the vexation and

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plague of humane Life to ſome People, where no 

uiet is at home by means thereof, proceeds either 
— a relaxation of the two pair of Muſcles and 
inactivity of the Spirits. or the flatneſs or dulneſs of 
the Seminal Liquor ; the former of which, that is, 
the relaxation of the Muſcles may be occafioned by 
a Palſy, exceſſive Riding, Falls, blows upon the 
Os Sacrnm, (which as it renders ſome Men Steril, ſo 
the Japanois ſay, burning the ſaid Os Sacrum and 
Loins in a Gonorrh.ea and weakneſs of the Spermatick 
Parts is an immediate Cure) a Wound of the Head 
affecting the reſpective Nerves, hurts thoſe Muſcles 
ſo as to relax them and takes off Erections, and this 
from very good reaſon, by means of conſent of the 


gical Pyrotechny ſay, That if in the Hypogaſtrium, 
a Fingers length below rhe Navel, right downwards 
upon the Linea Alba, a burning be made with their 
Moxa, as they do to the Joynts for the Cure of the 
Gour there, it will cauſe a Man to be certainly effe- 
minated, without the leaſt * of ever recovering 
bis Virility z and nor only made effeminated. 
bur totally loſe his Erections, and be for ever inepr 
for Generation : So will a Man's being wounded 
behind the Ears (ſays Parry) whereby certain branches 
of the Jugular Veins and Arteries that are there 
have been cut; ſo that after thoſe Veſſels have been 
eicatriʒz d, there follows an interception of the Se- 
minal Matter downwards, and alſo of the commu- 
nity, which oughr of neceſſity to be between the 
Brain and the Teſticles; ſo that when the Conduits 
or Paſſages are ſtopp d, the Stones or Tefticles cannot 
any more receive either Matter or lively Spirits from 
the Brain in ſo great quantity, as it was wont, where» 
of it muſt of neceſſity follow, that the Sced muſt 
be leſſer in quantity, and weaker in quality. Alſo 
many Men become Impotent after they have been 
cut for the Stone. Mercurial Unions alſo, and ex- 
ternal Cold, Sc. cauſe thoſe Muſcles to relax: By 


means 


Parts. The Fapanors, who are curious in Chirur- 
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means of cold, it is ſcarcely to be expreſſed how 
many injuries the Tard ſuffers; it ſometimes har- 
dens it like a Stone, and cauſes ſuch a numbneſs as 
hardly to be felt upon ſtrong ſqueezing it; in ſome it 
almoſt ſhrinks into the Belly, and cauſes ſuch a frigi- 
dity in the Teſticles and parts adjacent, as to take off 
all propenſity or inclination to the act. The Northern 
People are oblig d to defend it againſt the rigour of 
their ſharp Blaſts with Furrs, wrapping up the Mem- 
bers cloſe, elſe, inſtead of being in a condition to pro- 
pagate their Species, they would ſooner end their 
days; for piercing Cold ſometimes endangers Mor- 
rification on that part, or at beſt but a very indiffe- 
rent Stomach to carnal Conjunction. In Miſcellanea 
Curioſa, where Dr. Wallace gives an account of the 
People in Darien, he ſays, that the Men cover their 
Tard wich a piece of Bark, or ſomerbing of Silver, of 
the very ſhape and bigneſs of rhat Paper · Caſe we utc 
ro put a Doſe of Pills in: And that they ſeem to be 
very Ill furniſh'd, for, he ſays, he never ſaw any of 
them have a ard half an Inch long; yet no doubt, 
he ſays, but they are longer, but fancies they are 
naturally ſneath d up, as Dogs and Horſes Yards are, 
ſo as not to be ſo perceptible but upon Erection. 
In ſome the want of Erections are from a fault in the 
Spirits, as when they are univerſally weak and lan- 
guid, as in old Age and Sickneſs; alſo when the Spi- 
rits are depreſſed by Trouble, Grief, Fear, Paſſions 
of the Mind, Hypochondriack Melancholy, over- 

Thoughtfulneſs, Study, Sc. whereby new-marry d 
Mien, upon the loſs: of their Erections, by means 
thereof, have thought themſelves, and been told by 
others, that their Cod- pieces were inchanted or be- 
 witch'd ; which tho the Doctors of the Common- Laus 
have made mention of as Truth, and that there !s 
power in the Magick Art to do ſuch things, as in the 
particular Title they obſerve, and take notice of ſuch 
things, as de frigidis maleficiats itmpotentibus & incan- 
tatt, yet my Faith will not reach to believe it to 1 
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poſſible, notwithſtanding that great Man St. Auſtin © 
hath made mention of the ſame in his ſeventh Tract 
in Foan. I have alſo read in other Authors, that 
ſome have given credit to ſuch Errors, and in one of 
them, that a certain Woman newly married went to 
her Mother, with tears in her Eyes, a few days after 
her Marriage, and complain d that ſome Body had 
bewitch d her Husband's Codpiece : The Mother im- 
parts to this Author her Daughters Complaints, which, 
fays he, I found to be very ill grounded; for that her 
Husband had acted his part very handſomly : But ir 
ſeems the Daughter had a larger Idea or Proſpect of 
the Pleaſures of Marriage, than what ſhe mer with; 
for tho', as ſaid before, he had done what any Man 
was capable of doing, yet what ſhe mer with did nor 
anſwer her high Expectations, tho at the end of two 
Months her Belly began to riſe, and ſhe was after- 
wards ſafely deliver d. I have read alſo of a Wine- 
Cooper, that believ'd he was bewirch'd, inſomuch 
that after he was marry'd, the fancy run fo ſtrong in 
his head, thar whenever he went to careſs his Wife, 
he was not able. If there be any Witchery, it is ſurely in 
the fair Sex, whoſe Charms none are able to reſiſt 2 
'Tis madneſs and folly to believe a Magician can op- 
poſe them ; for the Devil has no power to deftroy or 
hinder the matrimonial Pleaſures, which God has 
eltabliſh'd. by ſuch holy Laws; beſides. the fair Sex 
carry about them ſuch Filtres and Wirchcrafr, as ra- 
ther invite to, than deter from the Embrace, and is 
ſuch, that againſt their mighty Power few Men find a 
away to eſcape. CANS N

Caſes, ſuch as Baths made with Cephalick and Aroma- 
tick Ingredients; alſo Fomentations, and rubbing the 


Parts before the Fire, is of good uſe ; alſo Cubebs 


dboyl'd in Wine, and apply'd in the nature of a Fomen- 


tation to the Teſticles and Parts adjacent, is excellent, ſo 
is it ro anoint the Tard, Cod and Perineum, with the 
Aromatich Liniment, before mention'd, mixt with Oil 


of Cantharides or Ants: Or this that follows may be 


to ſome of more Efficacy. 


Take Parsnip Fuice, Oil of Muſtard. ſeeds, of each 
two Drams, large E2os of Emmets, one Dram; 
Haut the Eggs ſmall and ſet them in the Sun for a 
day or two, then mix them into the form of a Li- 
niment; with which anoint the Nut of the Yard,

Crol- 
lius ſays, That Orchis-roor, that which is covered 
with a red Skin, bur is white within, given in Wine, 
does powerfully excite Venus. Pet. Foh. Faber ſays, 
the continual uſe of Eſſence of Amber is of admi- 
rable efficacy in uſing Impotency; for that there 1s 
nothing more effectual for reſtoring the innate Spirits. 
Rod. a Fonſeca ſays, Extratum Diaſatyrious is excel- 
lent ro excite to Coition. Grulingius ſays, Partridges 
Dung diſſolved in irs Gall, and anointed on the Glans 
or Nut of the Tard, does wonderfully encreaſe

When in others it has been obſerv'd only to fire the 
Blood without filtring down any Seed to the Veſſels

off, but by Medicines of higher natures, and then 
not with any certainty, but one way that we know 
of, which, notwithſtanding by ſuppreſſing that na- 
tural evacuation may incline unto Madneſs if taken 
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BZut ſome particulat Foods breed Seed in all. and 
are oſtentimes ſound to ſome People vaſtly preferable 
to any ſorr af Medicines, ſuch at gel, of Eggs, the 
Stones of 4 Cock, Crabbi, Oifters, Lobſters, Cray- 
iſ, cd, Marrow, or Pſth of Beef Bones, fi. 
choaks, Sdtyrion*roors, Gr. and above all your large fat 
flver Eels and their Broth; which beyond all Food

its exit through the Vagina or neck of the Numb eve- 
ry Month; and this is what is call'd the Menſtrual. 
Blood. Thele little paſſages are plainly viſible in thoſe - 
that are Diſſected ſoon after Child-birth, or in the 
time of the Menſtrual Flux, Both Arteries and Veins are 
covered with one common Coat from the Peritonæum, 
ſome branches of which ſometimes in big-belly'd 
Women, ler out their Blood, as aforeſaid, and that 
longer than the firſt Months only, eſpecially when there 
is more than is neceſſary for the nouriſhment of the 
Child in the Womb ; therefore 'ris nor ro be wondred 
at, neither ſhould ir cauſe ſuch fears as the Women 
and Midwives alſo are frequently in, ſo as to run 
them upon Bleeding and giving Medicines to ſtop it, 
to the injuring of the Woman, becauſe in thoſe Ca- 
ſes they nevertheleſs go our their full time, without 
any manner of danger of Miſcarrying, becauſe, as 
hinted before, the Blood comes from the Veſſels in 
the neck of the Vomb, and not from thoſe of the 
bottom; which were ir ſo, would by giving the 
Blood ſuch vent as to occaſion Miſcarriage © So that 
it appears the uſe of theſe Spermazick Veſſels is not only 
to miniſter to, the nouriſhment of the Fætus, and of 
the /omb as beſoreſaid, bur alſo for the expurgation 
of the Monthly Courſes in Womankind. | | 
The Teſticles or Stones, or rather Ovaria in Women 
(for ſays Culpeper they bave ſuch kind of Toys as well 
as Men) ditter from the Stones in Men both in their

where, for that their commerce and alliance with 
the Womb, requires an immediate communication. 


As for the form of the Stones in Women, they are 
flat on the ſides, and in their lower part oval; their 
Superficies are more rugged and unequal than in thoſe 
of Men, differing in magnitude according to the Wo- 


mans Age, for in thoſe that are newly come to matu- 


rity they are about half as big as thoſe of Men, or 
about the bigneſs of a ſmall Pigeons Egg, but in ſuch 
as are in Years they grow leſs and are harder, tho' 
in ſome Women they have been obferv'd- to grow 
reternaturally to à vaſt bigneſs, even to contain 
eee Juarts of . e as we have obſerv'd in ſuch 
as have had a Dropſie of the Tomb. . 


The Stones in Women have but one Membrane 


that encompaſſes them round, unleſs on their upper 


fide, where the Vaſa Preparantia enter them, where 


another Membrane encompaſſing thoſe Veſſels and 
ſpringing from the Periton. cum, involve them about 
half way. Upon the removing this cover, the Sub- 
ſtance of the Stones appears whatiſh,: altogether differ- 
ent from the Subſtance of Mens Teſticles: For theirs, 
as have been obſervd, are compos d of Seminary 
Veſſels, which put together ſo as to be extended with- 
out breaking, are twenty or thirty Ells long; But 
the Stones of Women principally 6onfilt of a great 
many Membranes and ſmall Fibres, looſely united one 
to another, among which there are ſeveral little 


Veſſels or Bladders full of a clear Liquor, and which 
are commonly took for Eggs, and from thence it 


comes that the Female Teſticles are call'd Ovaria, tho 
are what Hippocrates and Galen, with their Follow- 
ers, have ſuppos d to be Seed ſtor d up in them, as if 
they ſupply'd the place of the Veſicule Seminales in 
Men; bur Dr. Harvey (according to Ariſtotie) and 
alſo many other learned Phy ficians and Anatomiſts in 


emit 
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emit this Liquor upon Copulation, and ſometimes 
much of it, which is taken for their Seed, For, ſays 
© Dr. Harvey, ſome Women emit no ſuch Humour as 
this which they call Seed, and yer do Conceive; 
yea, ſays he, ſome that after they begun to emit 
* fuch Humour upon Copulation, tho indeed they 
took great Pleaſure in the Act, yet grew leſs Fruit- 
ful than before. There are alſo infinite Inſtances of Wo- 
men, who, tho they have great Pleaſure in the Act of 
Coition, yet ſend forth nothing of that which they 
call Seed, and yet at the ſame time Conceive: So that 
both from the place oſ its emiſſion, and from its 
conſiſtence, it is apparent that the Humour which 
Women ſend forth in Copulation cannot be Seed, but 
a clear Liquor ſhed thro the Pleaſure taken in the 
Act, to render the paſſage more ſlippery and the de- 
light in the Act more pleaſing and eaſy both to the 
Man and Woman, and that which occaſions the Wo- 
man to Conceive is the Man's Impregnating one or 
more of the Womans Ovaria, or little Eggs in the 
Teſticles, each having about twenty of ſeveral ſizes, 
which when ſo Fœcundated by the Man's Seed, are 
ſeparated and conveyed into the F/omb by the Tube 
Fallopiane, which are ſufficiently enlarged upon the 
Act of Copulation as well as all other of the Genizal 
Parts, and are truly Eggs, analogous to thoſe of Fowl 
and other Creatures, as appears upon their being boil'd, 
they having the ſame Colour, Taft, and Conſiſtency 
with the white of Birds Eggs, which want not Shells as 
theirs do, becauſe they always remain in the Body, 
and when ſccundated in the F/omb, are thereby ſuffi- 
ciently defended by it. WL 
The Womb of Woman or Matrix (from irs being 
as a Mother ro conſerve and nouriſh the Fætus) is 
ſeared in the Hypogaſtrium or loweſt part of the Ab- 
domen or Belly, in the middle of that large hollow 
that is call'd the Pele or Baſin, and is formed by the 
O Illi, rhe Hip, the Oſſa Pubs and the Os Sacrum. 
In this Cavity it is placed between the paſſage of

theſe Ligaments, call'd the round or Worm. like Li- 
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Urine or the Bladder; and the ſtrait or right Gut, to 
ſhew Fond Man that he has little reaſon to be Proud, 
when he confiders that he was Conceiv'd and Bred. 
betwixt the places Ordain'd by Nature to diſcharge 
the Excrements,” being the very Sink- of the Body, 
which if he did bur conſider aright, and from whence 
his Original ſprang, might from it ſufficiently draw 
an Argument of Hamility ; the hindmoſt part of the 
Womb is looſe, that it may be extended as rhe Child 
increaſes, but its ſides are ty'd faſt by two pair of 
Ligaments; the firſt Pair of which are fo contriv'd as 
ro keep the VMomb from falling upon its Neck, which 
is called among Women and Midwives a bearing 
down, occafioned by a relaxation of thoſe Ligaments, 
bur if they ar any time are broken or immoderately 
relaxed, as ſometimes they are, by Falls, Bruiſes, 
Sc. then the Fomb deſcends, and ſometimes falls 
turning inſide ourwards, and is both very tro 
ſome and dangerous ro Women: The ſecond Pair o 
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gaments, do, according ro Veſlingins, Diemerbroeck, 
c. receive a ſmall' Seminal Veſſel from the Womans 
Teſtes or Stones, and Tube, which they conduct or lead 
down to the C/itory, into which they are incerted, 


and oughr rather to be accounted Vaſa Deferentia than 


Ligaments ; for which reaſon, what Women emit from 
about the C/irors in the Act of Copulation, they think 
to be true Seed conducted thither by thoſe Seminal 
Dus or Paſſages: But Regner de Graef ſays, there 
are no ſuch Ducts, and affirms that theſe Ligaments 
reach not the Clitora, but are terminated above the 
Os Pubz, towards the Fat of Mons Veners, near the 
Clitors, being divided into many parts or jags, and 
that Humour or Liquor which Women emir, doth 
iſſue out of rhe Lacunæ or little Pores or Paſſages in 
the Vagina of the Womb, and lower part of the Uri- 
nary Paſſage, and alſo from the Meat in the Neck 
of the Nomb, and'is a ſerous Petuitous Matter flowing 
out (the ſame as the Proſtata] Liquor is by Man — 
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ions, Gc.) in ſome in a great ee, in the Act 
of Coition, to lubricate the Vagina of the Vom, 
and cauſes, as ſaid before, the greater. pleaſure both 
to the Woman and the Man; which tho* ſome Au; 
thors deny, ahd ſay ir is the Womans Seed, Anaromy 
ſhews to the contrary; for that they have no Seed, 
but Ovaria, or little Eggs in their Teſticles, which are 
impregnated and fæcundated by the Man's Seed, ſo 
as that thereby they concei neee. x 
The Subſtance of the Womb is whitiſh, nervous 
and compact in Virgins, but a little ſpongy and ſoft 
in Women with Child. In Virgins it is about rwo 
Fingers breadth broad, and three long, and while they 
retain their Virginity, its cavity or hollowneſs is ſo 
ſmall, as that it will hardly hold a large Hazel Nut; 
but in thoſe that have had Children, it will hold a 
ſmall Walnut. Its Cervix, or leſſer Neck or Paſ- 
ſage of the Womb, is an Inch or more in length; its 
Cavity as it ee to the Vagina, is compar d to the 
Mouth of a Tench ; Galen likens its paſſage to that 
in the Glans of a Man's Penis or Tard, and is ſo ſtrait 
and narrow in Virgins, as ſcarce wide enough to ad- 
mit a Crow's Quill, unleſs juſt before and after rhe 
lowing of their Menſes, when it widens a little, 
eſpecially in luſtful Maids. When a Woman has con- 
ceivd with. Child; its inner Orifice does either ſhur 
up, quite cloſing its ſides together, or is daubed up 
with a ſlimy yellowiſh Humour, ſo that nothing then 
can enter into the Womb; whence it is that Women 
with Child have not fo great a propenſity, nor take 
nothing near the pleaſure (nay, ſometimes tis pain- 
ful ) in the act of Copulation. The Womb in ſhape 
is like a Pear, only a little flattiſh above and below, 
but in Women with Child it becomes more round, 
and is divided by a Line that goes length- ways, much 
like the Seam that is in a Man's Cod. It hath two 
Membranes, the outer, which is common, is ſtrong 
ad double, ariſing from the Peritoxecum ; the inner, 
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being proper, is fibrous and more porous: Betwixt 

thoſe two Membranes there is a certain carnous and 

fibrous Contexture, which in Women with Child, 

together with the laid two Membranes, do imbibe 

ſo much of the nutritious Humours that then flow 

thither, that the more the Fætis increaſeth, the more 

fleſhy, fibrous, and thick, doth the Womb grow; 

ſo that in the laſt months of a Womans being with 

Child, it becomes an Inch thick, and ſometimes two 

Fingers breadth, tho it be extended to ſo much grea - 

ter compaſs, than it has when a Woman is not with 

Child; and yet, which is very ſtrange, and to be 

obſerv d, the Womb becomes as thin as before, within 

the compaſs of ſixteen or ſeventeen days after a Wo- 

man is brought to Bed, not being then above half a 

Fingers breadth, and contracts it ſelf into ſo ſmall a 

compaſs as to be held in ones hand. 

he Arteries of the Womb ſpring partly from the 

Spermarick and Hy pogaſtrick, and run along the 

Womb, bending and winding, that they may be ex- 
tended without danger of breaking, when the Womb 

Is ſtretched. with the Child. By theſe Arteries it is 

that the Catamenia or Monthly Courſes of Women flow 

in :greateſt quantity into the Womb it ſelf, and by the 

branches opening into the Neck of the Womb, leſs 

quantity of the menſtrual Blood flows, and out of 

the Sheath of the Womb the Courſes flow in ſmall 
quantity, and begin to appear in Virgins. about the 

twelfth, fourteenth, or fifteenth year of their Age, 

at which time alſo the Hair of their Privities begins 

to put forth, their Voices and Judgment ſtrengthen, 

and they begin to diſtinguiſh Virtue from Vice; 

Nature then putting a Veil upon their Privy- parts, to 

ſinifie that Honeſty and Modeſty ought there to be 

. Eftabliſh'd. In Women with Child, the Courſes ve- 

* ry rarely flow, and the wanting of them, is the firſt 

Item in marry'd Women that are Pregnant (unleſs any 

Diſtemperature) of their having Conceivd. The

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eva Month flow _ Woman-kind, has been och ö 


in Diſpute, tho not difficult to be affign'd ; ſome 
ſay, and thoſe the Ancients, that they flow by the 

influence of the Moon, as ſuppoſing that Element 
had the Dominion over Womens Bodies, which if ſo, 
then all Women of all Ages and nn 
would have their Courſes at the ſame periods and re- 


vyolutions of ir, at the ame time; which they have 


not, as daily experience ſufficiently ſhews : But the 
Time has not been ſo much contended about, but 
the ill and offenſive Quality of that Menſtruous 
Blood, has been as much or more aſſerted by divers 
Authors; as firſt from the Pain it gives many Wo- 
men in the Evacuation, which they ſay is becauſe 
it is acrimonius, nay venomous. They ſay likewiſe, 
that the malignity of that Blood is ſo great, that they 
excoriate by meer Contact, the Glans and Perputium 
of a Man, upon his having to do with a Woman at 
that time; nay, ſome affirm, that by a Man's Copy- 
lating with his Wife when ſhe has her Courſes upon 
her, he will get the Venereal Diſeaſe, for that the 
Menſtrual Blood is infectious; They ſay further, 
that the; breath of a Menſtruous Woman, or one that 
bas her Courſes upon her, will give a lafting Stain to 


Ivory, or a Looking-glaſs ; and that a little of the 


Blood drop'd upon a Vine, or Corn, or any dther 
Vegetable, will blaſt or cauſe the ſame to die: 


Thar if a Woman with Child be defiled with the 
Menſes of another Woman, it will cauſe her ro miſ- 
carry: That if a Dog taſts the Courſes of a Woman, 
he will run mad: Thar if a Man taſtes them, *cwill 
render him Epilepticx; which, with almoſt innume- © 


rable other ridiculous and fooliſh Fancies, tho, related 
by grave and great Authors, are yet juſtly to be re- 
jected, as having no foundation of Truth or Reaſon 


to ſupport them. 


The Vagina or Sheath of the Vomb, contiguous ta 
the Cervix, is ſo call d becauſe it receives the Man's 
Tard in time of Copulation, like a Sheath ; it is like- 
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wiſe call d the Portal or Door of the Womb, and irs 
greater Neck, to diſtinguiſh it from the other, a little 


before ſpoke to. This Sheath'is a ſoft and looſe Pipe, 


rugous or uneven on its infide, with orbicular Wrin- 
kles, of a nervous but ſomewhar ſpongy Subſtance, 
which Luſt cauſes to puff up in the Act of Copulation, 
the better to embrace and claſp the Man's Tard more 
cleſely, and is about fix or ſeven, ſome ſay eight 
Inches deep, and as wide as the ſtrait Gur, the bet- 
ter to contract it; but yet in reſpect of Age, Ge. 
it differs in length, width and looſeneſs; and accord- 
ing as a Woman is more or leſs inflam'd with Luſt. 
Therefore Men and Women that have no natural or 
accidental Impediments in thoſe Parts, need not be ſolli. 
citous but that their Genitals will be proportionable, 
and fit each the other; and in Women, Nature has ſo 
admirably contriv'd the Sheath of the Vomb ſo, as 
that it will ſuit with every Man's Tard. The afore- 
ſaid wrinkles on the inſide of the Sheath or greater 
Neck of the Vomb, are much more numerous and 
cloſe ſet in Virgins, and thoſe Women that ſeldom ac- 
company with Man, or that have never borne Children, 


than in thoſe that have had many Children, and in 


Whores that uſe frequent Copulation, or thoſe that 
have been long and much troubled with the hites.

the Woman affords Seed, and effectually contributes 
in that point to the Procreation of the Child, as is evin- 
ced, ſay. they, by ſtrong Reaſons; as firſt, were it 
not ſo, her Seminal Veſſels and Genital Teſtieles had 
been given her to no purpoſe, which cannot bur be 
allow d to be of uſe, their Nature being as receptacles 

to treaſure up, operate and afford Vertue to rhe Seed ; 

and to back this, they urge, that if Women do nor 
eject Seed when they Copulate, it is obſerved that 
they frequently fall into ſtrange Diſeaſes, ſuch as 
Hiſterick Indiſpoſitions, Womb Furies, and the like, 

as oftentimes young Widows and Virgins are known 


to do; and that the Cure of thoſe Diſeaſes conſiſts

Inequality of Years in the Parties marry d, is ano- 
ther great error; when a young Man to advance 
his Fortune in the World, marries a Woman old 
enough to be his Grandmother ; between whom, in- 
ſtead of that love and delight which ought to be in 
marry'd People, nothing but bitter Quarrels, Strifes, 
Jealouſies, and Diſcontents, are oblerv'd in their Con- 
verſations, The like may be ſaid, tho with ſome- 
thing more excuſe, when an old doting Fellow marries 
a young Virgin, in the prime of her Youth and Vi- 
gour, who whilſt he vainly ſtrives to pleaſe her, is 
haſtening himſelf do the Grave; for that the more 
he endeavours, the more he is exhauſted. For as in 
green raw Youth it is unfit and unſeaſonable to Mar- 
ry, ſo to marry in old Age is altogether as prepo- 
ſterous; for as they that enter upon it too ſoon 
are preſently exbauſted, grow Conſumptive, &c. fo 
thoſe that defer it till they are old, are alike liable to 
the ſame inconveniencies , beſides forfeiting their 
gravity and conduct, loſing that honour due to their 
years, and inſtead of being ſaid to be fine old Men, 
they undergo the Title of O4 Fools, and too often 
become young Cuckolds, eſpecially if they meet with 
Wives that are Buckſom as well as Young, who have 
much Beauty, and little Chaſtity» „ 4 
Bur when we ſpeak of Ages moſt fit for to under- 
rake a marry d State, we muſt ſhut our, as uncapable, | 
Eunuchs, and others of both Sexes, render d unfit by 
accident, or that are born defective ; neither is every | 
Age, tho never ſo well equipt, fir to raft the plea- 
ſures of a Matrimonial State. Young People are woo 
feeble, and the Old roo languiſhing; Infancy and 
Puerility are too ignorant as to the productive part, 
and old Age, tho well acquainted with the manner, 
vyet are deſtitute of the Matter which Nature requires 
for Procreation.

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But to come to the Point . when the Man arrives 
to Puberty, that is, when the Voice changes, and 
grows more loud and rough, or harſh, which pro- 
ceeds from the encreaſe of the natural Heat in the 


Thorax; When Hair grows on the Privy Parts, and 
Tirillations, or amorous Motions are felt to ſtir there,

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 which' in ſome young Men is, as ſaid in another 


place, about the ſixteenth, in others about the ſeven- 
ieenth, and in ſome not till the eighteenth year of their 


Age; then, I ſay, a Man may be capable of careſ- 


ſing a Woman ſo as to ger Children; he at that time 
being fired with the heat of Love's Paſſion. Then, 
I ſay, a Man is capable, if in a diſpaſition, to get 
Children; but it is better that Loves Flames be 


ſuppreſſed till riper years; for it is better then for 


himſelf, and he is better capable of getting ſtronger 


and more firm and healthy Children, which time is 


about the twenty fifth year of his Age. We have 
read indeed of Boys that have got Children at ſeven 
or eight years of Age, and of Girls oſ ten or twelve that 
have had Children, from their robuſt and vigorous 
Nature; but I cannot believe it; for the weakneſs 
of Parts, and dryneſs of Temperament, beſides other 
occurrences in thoſe parts, cannot poſſibly afford 
Matter ſor Generation: And in Women- kind the in- 
dubitable Sign of their being ripe for a Man, and in 
a capacity for bearing Children, is when the Men- 
ſtrua flow, and not before, and which ſeldom or ne- 
ver appear to that purpoſe, till the thirteenth, four- 
teenth, and, in ſome, ſixteenth Vear of their Age, as 
ſaid before; and the beſt time for Women to marry, 
in order to have ſtrong healthy vigorous Children, is 
about the eighteenth or nineteenth Vear, not but ſome 
have born Children at the fifteenth year of their Age, 


and young Men got them at the ſame, but then the 
Off- ſpring has been either weakly or infirm, or the 


Birth never brought to perfection, eſpecially when 


the Male has polluted himſelf by Friction, and thereby 
weakned his Seminal Veſſels, and the Woman uſed 


artifice 
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artifice to tirillate, eicher with her Fingers or other 
. Inftrument in uſe among them; but When the Man 


is in his twentyſiſth Year, and the Woman in her 


twentieth, and both retain their Virginity till they 
Copulate, and thoſe People born of healthy ſbund 
Parents, nor tainted with any ill Sramen, and each 
of them well in Health, of good Conſtitutiens, and 
full of Love and Vigour, there will proceed the 
beſt, moſt vegete, lovely, healthy and ffrong Poſte- 


rity, Concerning which I could greatly enlarge, 
bur time and deſigned Brevity will/nor allow. 


M.arriage that is, with ſuirable Matehes, is com- 
mendable, eftabliſh'd ſo by the Laws of God and 
Man, no ſtation more happy or more honourable 


where there is Love and Agreeableneſs; it was beld | 


n great eſteem from the beginning of the World, and 
that among all ſorts of People and Sects; the Romans 
held Marriage in great eſteem, and ſo did and do 
the Jens; the Lacedemenians when they inſtituted 
- Feſtivals, as they uſually: did, would not admit of 
any fingle Men among them; and as the fault in 
thoſe days were wholly on their fide, if they were 
not marry'd, and any ef them came to their Feſtivals, 


they were, as ſoon as diſcover'd, order'd to be whipt 
by Women, as unworthy Members of the Republick

and none bur marry d Men ſuffer'd ro bear any Office. 
So that marry'd Men throughout the World (as an 
encouragement to Matrimony) had highly the pre- 
ference and advantages of rhole that lived ſingle. 

As Marriage therefore is honourable, ſo it ſhould 


by every Couple be made pleaſant to each, that is, 
rhe Man ſhould pleaſe his Wife, and the Woman her 


Husband ; in the conjugal Affair there ſhould be a 
a reciprocal Harmony and Friendſhip, which they 


each to other are bound in Duty to obſerve : The 


Husband is to render to his Wife what ſhe expedts, 
that is, due Benevolence, and the Wife ro her Huſ- 


band what he deſires; not that a Man ſhould cares 
oftner than he is capable; for the Woman to 
| p 33 . e eee that, 
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that, is an injury to his Body; but when he is in ca- 
pacity, and nothing on the Womans fide to hinder, 
there it is his Duty to perform, if for no other reaſon 
than to pleaſe his Wife, and ought not to deny her: 


On the other ſide, a Man is nor to defire his Wife bur 


when ſhe is in a condition, tis his Dury ar ſome times, 
tho never ſa much inclin d, to forbear her, as when 
the Terms flow, as ſtall be by and by further ob- 
ſerv*d, and when ſhe is near her Time, for then the 
Woman has no manner of inclination ; when the 
Terms flow it cannot be done but imprudently, and, 


as it may happen, injuriouſly; and when near 


livery, or at ſome times when they are big, endangers 
their coming before their time, or cauſes an ill Diſ- 
poſition of the Child in the Womb, by the neceſſary 
1 and ſhaking a Woman undergoes in the 
As the Menſes in Virgins begin commonly to flow 
at fourteen, ſo in moſt Women they generally con- 
tinue to flow to forty four, at which time, for the 
moſt part, they ceaſe Child -· bearing, unleſs they be 
ſuch that are very healthſul, ſtrong of Body, and 
have always liv d temperately, and ſome ſuch have 
been known: to bear Children at fiftyfive Years, but 
this very rarely happens, tho the Courſes in ſome flow 
till then, which however is more from an Indiſpoſi - 
tion of Body, than any natural Cauſe, and common- 
ly indicates a dangerous State of Health. But if 
Men are inclin d ro Marry, and deſirous to have 
Children, they muſt mind to wed with ſuch as are 
within the aforeſaid Age, or elſe blame themſelves if 
they meet with a. diſappointment, tho ir has been 
known, thar old: Men that have liv'd their time with 
temperance, and been free from Diſeaſes, have, by 
marrying with young. brick Women, had Children, 
even tho they have been ſeventy years of Age, and 
ſome that have been extraordinary luſty, have, as we 
have read, had Children at fourſcore ; but we may 
ſay of ſuch, as in another Caſe, Rara avis in * | 
| eri 
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Men and Women ceaſe to engender differently, 
according to their Strength and Conſtitutions, thoſe 
that are naturally very Amorous and Laſcivious, 
ſooneſt leave off, their natural heat being waſted 
when they come to years ſooner, by the too profuſe 
uſe of the Sportꝭ of — when young. Some Men, 
as ſaid before, are capable of procreating at ſeventy, 
others not at fifty five, and few after ſixty, tho ſome 
Sparks of Luſt haunts the old Man's Head, and his 
Inclination is often good, tho the Power be too 
weak to put that Will in act; yet we have heard 
of ſome that have got Chlldren at ſeventy, eighty, 
' nay a hundred, but it is look d upon as Prodigy. 
Women ceaſe Teeming, tho' they ceaſe not to 
engender at forty. five or fifty, tho ſome that I know 
have conceived at fifty twWO; but when the Menſtruz 
ceaſe flowing, tis a certain fign they will Teem no 
more, there being wanting what is neceſſary to form 
and nouriſh. the Birth in the Vomb. But when the 
Man is very vigorous, tho old, and the Woman has her 
Courſes, tho in years too, there ir is poſſible Con- 
ception may enſue, becauſe ſo long as the Men- 
ſtrual Flux remains, the prolifical - Faculty is pre- 
ſervd; yet Pliny lays, © That Cornelius (who was 
© of the Houle of the Scipio's) being in the ſixty 
\ © ſecond Year of her Age, and her Courſes long be- 
fore left her, bore Voluſius Saturnius, Who was 
© Conſul. And Valeſeus de Tarenta alſo affirmeth, 
That the ſame Woman that bore a Child in the 62d 
5 Fear of her Age, having had one alſo before, in the 
ſixtieth and ſixty firſt Year, therefore it is to be ſup- 
pos d, that by reaſon of the variety of the Air, Re- 
gion, Diet and Temperament, the Menſtrual Flux 
and Procreative Faculty in Women ceaſeth, in ſome 
ſooner, in others later, which variety alſo taketh place 
in Men; for in them, altho the Seed.be Genitable for 
rhe moſt part in the fourteenth Year, yet it is not 
Pcolifick or Fruitful till about the eighteenth, ſome 
ſay, the twentieth: And whereas moſt * 
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Children until they are ſixty Vears Old, and many 
to the Age of ſeventy, yet there are ſome known to 
have begot Children in the 8oth Year of their Age. 
Pliny recites, that King Maſiniſſa begot a Son when * 
be was eighty fix Vears Old; and alſo that Cato the 
Cenſor begot a Child after he was Fourſcore. In- 
deed it is no great wonder to hear of Old Mens ha- 
ving Children, when they have a Young Wife to 
work upon, but to hear of Women of ſixty, or up- 
wards to bear Children, is ſomething ſtrange, and is 
almoſt as incredulous as the Story of Averoes of a 
Womans Conceiving in a Bath, by attracting the 
Sperm or Seminal Effluxion of a Man admitted ro 
Bath in the ſame Water; which is a new and unſe- 
conded way to Fornicate at a diſtance, when the Rules 
of Phyſick aſſure us there is no Generation without a 
joint Immiſſion or Corporal and carnal Contaction, 
and joint Emiſſion allo, nor that virtually unleſs . 
the Parties be pregnant; for the want of that is an 
effectual Impediment, and utterly prevents the Suc- 
ceſs of a Conception, and therefore how a Woman 
of threeſcore or more, whoſe Courſes have long before 
left her, her Intellects decay d, and Parts dry d almoſt 
up, ſhould Conceive, is a Myſtery : I know there are 
. ome who believe its poſſibility, and with the ſame 
Parity of Reaſon may believe what Sir Thomas Brown 
in his Vulgar Errors explodes, viz. Thar Generations 
by the Devil are Bee (which indeed a certain 
Wench with Child, would have had ir believ'd, and _ 
reported it as Fact, for that, as ſhe ſaid, ſhe had ne- 
ver lain with Man) or elle, as they argue, how came 
the Daughters of Lot with Child? who were only 
s they alledge, impregnated by their ſleeping Fa- 
| tier, or Conceived by Seminal Pollution received at 
distance from him; and that tis poſſible for the De- 
vil by contriy'd deluſions of Spirits, to ſteal the Se- 
minal Emiſſions of Men, and tranſmit them into their 
otaries in Coition, whence enſues Conceptions; 
which is all Impoſter, and ſuch Jargon that ow 1 3

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deluded Souls will Believe or give Credit to, tho' is 
whar many Wanrons abroad would be glad the 
World was fo credulous as to hearken to, for the 
eaſier and better ſaving their Credit, Tis faid that 
our magnify'd Merlin was thus begotten by the De- 
vil, which is no other than a groundleſs Report;

As alſo, ſay they, may be conjectured in the Coition 
of ſome Inſects, wherein the Female makes intruſion 
into the Male; and from the continued Ovation in 


Hens, from one ſingle Tread of à Cock, and little 


ſtock laid up near the vent ſufficient for durable Pro- 
lification: And altho' alſo in human Generation, the 
groſs and Corpulent Seminal Body may return again, 
and which we moſt times know does, yet nevertheleſs 
Conception is had by what is carried (viz. the Spirit 
of the Seed) with it: Vet that little Portion that re- 
mains, we find is not always ſufficient, nor will it 
bur here and there hold good, thar Conceprion is had 


without Bodily Immiſſion. But I ſhall enlarge nofur- |

It was the Opinion of that proſound Philoſopher 
Hippocrates, that Youths at the Age of 16 or 17, ba- 
ving much Vital Strength, are capable of getting 
Children, and alſo that the force and heat of Pro» + 
creating Matter conſtantly increaſes till 45, 530, and 
55, and then begins ro flag, the Seed by degrees be- 
coming Unfruitful, becauſe the natutal Spirits being 
extinguiſſid, the Humours are dry'd up; but this, 
as obſerv'd>before, falls otherwiſe to ſome, for thar 
we read of a Man in Sweedland who was married ar 
an hundred Years old, to a Bride of thirty, and had 
many Children by her, but he was ſuch a hale, luſty 
conſti tution d Man, and of ſo freſh a Countenance, 

| that thoſe who knew him not, took him to be no 
more than about fifty Years of ge. 

As ſor the time for Man and Wife to Copulate, in 

order to Generate, Phyſicians ſpeak differently, for 
that Cuſtom is a ſecond Nature, and all People mays. - 
ſafely Careſs when their Inclinarions are ſtrongeſt, 
only that they obſerve to be not too furious, or uſe 
it too frequently, eſpecially in hor weather; Men 
embrace moſt that have been moſt accuſtomed to ir, 
and ſo does Women, that is, they enjoy the Pleaſures 
of Matrimony moſt, becauſe rhe paſſages of Gene-

ger. In thoſe Caſes Inciſion with a Knife muſt be 


made, to divide the Membrane, uſing afrerwards a 
Speculum Matric, with a ſmall Pipe perforated 
through irs whole length to help the Cicatrizing, 
which muſt be done the common way, with drying 


Unguents or Lotions, or both ; in order. for Opera-

remedied, both by proper Medicaments and Surgery,

remedied, proves vexatious, — ſtirs up Feuds, Diſ- 
contents and Animoſities between them; for the Fe- 
male Sex like not to be call'd Marry'd Maids, any 
more than the Men love to be accounted Incapable, 
which many think themſelves ro be, when all the

It is known, or ſhould be known to all Phyſicians, | 


thar the Venereal Appetite, or Luſt in Women, is 
nothing more than a tender ſenſe and trickling of the 

extended Clitoris, as before obſery'd, caus'd by the 
Influence of Seminal Matrer abounding in the two 


glandulous Prominencies, and other glandules of the 


Vagina, and is what, according to nature, ſhould be 
moderate; however it ſometimes happens that it ex- 
ceeds what it naturally ought, and again ſometimes 
falls out to prove very deficient, rt. 
The languitſhing of the Venereal Appetite in Wo- 


men, is frequently occaſion d by the ſmalneſs or 


want of Genzzal Liquor, and its want of Spirits; pro- 
ceeding ſometimes from other Diſeaſes, as the hites, 
Scurvy, or the like; which how to diſcover, is the 
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art or main thing,and is what ought to be underſtood, 
becauſe ir may happen from a default in the Structure 
or confirmation of the Privy Parts, and if fo it admits 
of no Cure; but if not from a natural Cauſe, but 
from ſome Diſeaſe, it probably may be cured, or at 
leaſtwiſe to be of no danger, fave the rendring the 
Woman Barren, which however may be remedied, if 
proper Megicines be timely apply d; and that which 
mak ſupplies Genital Liquor, is juicy nouriſhing Food, 
and volatile Aromatick Medicines, ſuch as Musk, 
Civet, Ambergriſe, or the uſe of thoſe Medicines 
preſcrib'd already for Deficiencies in Men; or the 
oman may fomenr her Privy Parts with the Infu- 
fion of Ants with the Neſt, and imbrocate the Groms 
and Privities with Oil of Ants, Piſmires, or Cantha- 
rides, or with Aromatick Oils, or Apople ick Bal- 
fam, prepar'd with Civer, Musk, Vc. | 
Sometimes the Venerea! Appetite in Women is de- 
pravd, and Copulation and Conception hindred, 
when the Seminal Humour conrain'd in the glan- 
dulous Subſtance of the Vagina, is either too long 
retain d, or otherwiſe kept in and not emitted by ſome 
fault in the Vagina, where it becomes ſharp, ſalriſh; or 
ſomewhat acid, exciting ſometimes in the places 
2 which it paſſes, ſuch an itching, as that they 
can ſcarcely forbear ſcratching before People, an 
even oftentimes to that degree as to make the Blood 
come. This violent Irching frequently diſturbs Sleep, 
and is ſometimes accompany'd with a deſire of Co- 
pulation. Ta remedy this, is with mild Laxatives 
and Sudorificks inwardly, and to uſe ourward Appli- 
cations to the part, to allay the acrimony of the Hu- 
mours.

Take Mercurius Dulcis fifteen Grains, Troches Alban- 
dal ba a Scruple, Syrup of Bucktborn as much as 
is ſufficient to make into a maſs, which form into 
Four Pill, to take in a Morning, every other or 
tbird day; and as other times to drink aDecoBtion of 
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Elder 5 Fumit , Sorrel, Succary, es ir 
Bryony, Pelypody, black Helebore, and the lite. 


| And to uſe either of the following ourwardly. 


Take Ointment calFd Nutritum an Ounce, Oyntment 
of Tutty and Tobacco of each two Drams, mix and 
anoint the Lips of the Privities; but if the acid 
HFumours rerain'd there ſhould corrode the Lips 
of the Privities, and occaſion Wheals, Puſhes, 
Scabs, Warts, Sc. whether with itching or not, 
call'd Epinictides, procur d from foul Embraces, 


then a Preparation of Mercury ought to be ad- 


ded, or elſe uſe the following Lotion. 


Take Lime-water a Pound, Mercurius dulcis a Dram, mi x 
and inject into the Vagina, and alſowaſh the Lips 
and other parts affected, twice, thrice, or four 
times in a day; Which will cure, or elſe the Wo- 
man will be as unfit for Copulation, as Procre- 
ation or Conception. . 


But if the Venereal Appetite is ſuperabundant, 
and exalted to the pitch of a Delirium, it is then 
call'd Furor Uterinus, or Fury or Rage of the 
Womb, ſo as that the Party is nor to be ſatisfied with- 
out Venery, and is a diſorder incident as well to Vir- 
gins as marry d Women and Widows, they diſco- 
vering their malady by their talking obſcenely, and 
being peeviſh and frerfu!, if thwarted in it, and do 


ramble through the Streets from place to place, and 
ſollicit ro Venery whomſoever they meet with, and if 


they receive a denial, it is with the higheſt Indigna- 
tion: Sometimes they wantonly uncover themſelves 


before Men, and let all their diſcourſe ſavour of Baw- 


dry and Smut; ſuch are the diſmal Effects of that 


Diſeaſe, which if not cured, terminate into Madneſs: 
In time tis cured without any. great difficulty, 
eſpecially if ſtrong Emeticks be exhibited, 15 2

when alſo Specificks that extin= 


guiſh rhe Senital Liquor, ſuch as Agnus Caſtu Seeds, 


Roots of Mater Lillies, Lettice, Rue, Pur ſlain, Seeds 
of Hemlock; Hemp, and Poppies, made either into an 
Emulſion or Decoction, either of which, or this that 
follows, will abate the Efferveſcence of the Blood, 
and by conſequence. the Turgeſcence of the Seminal 
Liquor, eſpecially if Bleeding be frequently us d. 


Take the four greater Cold Seeds of each a Dram 3 


Hemp Seeds two Ounces, Water-Lilly Seeds, and 
Agnus Caſtus Seeds, of each two Drams, Seeds of 
Hemlock a Dram, with a Quart of Purſlane Mater, 
make an Emulſion according to art, adding when 
ſtrain d, juice of Lemons and Pomgranats, of each 


two Ounces, Sugar of Lead ten Grains, liquid 
L audanum fixty Drops, Syrup of Citrons and Pop- 
pies, of each an Ounce, mix all together, to drink 


ſpur or five Spoonfuls twice or thrice in a dax. 


And when the Caſe is inveterate, we uſe alſo out- 
wardly ro the VVomb, Cataplaſms, Baths, and Fo- 
mentations of Man-drake, Night-ſhade, Hemlock, 
Poppy, Rue, Purflane, and the like, but the quickeſt, 
certaineſt, and moſt pleaſant Remedy, ſays Parry, is 
by rickling the Neck of the Womb with the Fingers,

The Green-ſickneſs , or White Fever in Virgins, 
frequently,-if of long duration, ſo as to diſorder the

oftentimes renders ſuch Perſons worſe, and far from 
conceiving or bearing Children; for in ſuch Caſes I 
have known incurable Barrenneſſes to happen · Bur 
in ſome again Copulation cures, ſuch as are ſanguine, 


full of Juice, having a burning and itching in their 
_ Genitals, with the imagination of Venery, the Seminal 


Matter, which is in great abundance, diſtending the 
Teſticles , and ſtirs up a natural Titillation in their 
Genital Parts, ſo as ſcarcely to forbear impofing up- 
on their wonted modeſty. 


It has been obſerv'd, that the Green · ſickneſs hap- 


ſoon to brisk forward Maids, as to thoſe that 


are naturally dull and ſpiritleſs, whereby they have 


all of a ſudden, become penſive, ſad, and anxious, 


and it not only invades Virgins, but Widows and 
Women retired from Men, who while their Hul- 
bands were with them, were free from the Diſeaſe, 


and upon the diſuſe of Venery, have fallen into this 


h condition. : | 
The cure of this Indiſpoſition depends upon the cor- 
recting the fault of the Geniral Liquor, and removing 
the vitious Craſis of the Blood, which will remedy 
and remove the incident Symptoms, whereby In- 
clinations to Venery will be promoted, and Procrea- 
tion effected; and this muſt be done by volatile at 
tering Medicines, that have a peculiar virtue of for-

All diſorders of the Menſtrual Flux, which are 
Diſeaſes peculiarly incident ro Womankind, frequent- 
ly obſtruct Procreation, if not Copulation; for it be- 
ing a monthly Evacuation of Blood by their ſecret 
Parts, caus'd by an extraordinary Fermentation and 
Rare faction of the maſs of Blood, and a peculiar 
fermentative Power of the Glands of the Womb, 
which being incapable ro be contain'd within its or- 
dinary Bounds, breaks forth at the Arteries of the

ſometimes it will to thoſe in years, to the great pre-

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This way of method may cure, if the Caſe be cu- 
rable, bat while the Woman is afflicted wirh' this 
Indiſpoſition, ſhe is totally as uncapable of Copulat- 
ing, as ſhe is of Conceiving, could ſhe at any inter- 
val receive her Husband; but ſt is very ſeldom known 
that they can bear to be enter d, neither have they 
any inclination or defire after Venery.

fortune that attends many Women, which if not very 
bad, is only term'd by them a Bearing-down; in 
which caſe they can admir their n but not 
with that pleaſure as if otherwiſe; and if theſe Down» 
fallings, and even only Bearings- down of the Vomb, 
continue and are not remedied in time, they bring on 
ſuch a weakneſs as will not eaſily be cured, eſpecially: 
if the Woman be of years, or there be a Palſie of the 
Ligaments, which oft occaſions its falling.

of the former bore no proportion to her Seed, neither 
in its matter or qualities, as a Plant that ſo loves its 
Mould, as never to run to Seed in ground oppoſite 
to its Temperament. But the ſame may be ſaid on 
the Man's fide, for it has been as often obſerv d, that 

a Man who could have no Children by one Wife, 


tho in every reſpect pregnant and agreeable, has yet 


had ſome by another, ſo that this makes no more 


for one than for the other of the Sex; indeed when 


a Woman ig extremely ſtrait, and the paſſage ſtopt

Women are deſirous of Children, at leaſtwiſe they 
are willing ro do the ſame as thoſe that deſire and 
endeavour to have them; but tis moſt probable that 


Luſt is more the Cauſe of begetting Children, than 


the defire of having them, for where the defire for 
Children moves one to the Act of Copulation, the 
great Pleaſure in the Act moves an hundred, I may 
ſay, and not exceed, a thouſand, and rhar of both 
Sexes; and even ſome Men and Women are ſo very hot 


and impatient, as that they matter not uſing Copula- | 
tion at the time when the Womans Courſes are upon 


ber, which is unnatural and unſeemly, as well as 


unclean and naſty, and the Iſſue of ſuch Copulation 


does oftentimes prove Monſtrous, which is but a juſt 
Puniſhment ſor their lying together at a time when 
Nature orders them to forbear; but tho to find 
ſome Men to be ſo ungovernable, is bad, yet to ſee 
Women conſent is worſe, for tho their Husbands are 
never ſo eager, yer the Women knowing their own 
conditions, ſhould at ſuch times refuſe, when they 
conſider, that tho' monſtrous Conceptions may not 
attend ſuch Copulations, yet tis frequently obſerv d 
that Children begotten then, are generally dull, hea- 
vy, ſluggiſh, and defective in their Underftandings ; 
ſomerimes red Hair'd withal, and want that viva- 
city and livelineſs, which Children begotten in pro- 
per Seaſons are Bleſsd withal: And according as 
Averroes tells us, a Man by accompanying with a 
 Menſtruows Woman, who ar the ſame time ſhall hap- 


gen ro Conceive, will bring forth a Foul. and Leprous 


Child. | 


There are two particular Symptoms in Women 


that hinder Conception; the firſt, is the Deſire loſt, 
when ſhe doth unwillingly entertain the Man, or cannot 


long endure him; or if ſhe does force her ſelf to 


endure him, finds little or no Pleaſure, no more than 


if ſhe were only ourwardly handled, The other Sym- 
prom is roo great Luſt in Women, when they * 


— 
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be ſatisfy d by many Men; bur of this I have ſpoken 
largely alteady, tho' it ſeldom happens that too 
much Lechery or Luſt of it ſelf hinders Conception, 
but a wandring ſort of Luft that follows Coition, is 
genetally the Cauſe; for Men and Women may be 
Luſt ful and uſe Copularion, and yet there may be 
no Conception, for unleſs the Seed Spent by the Man 
be Fruirful, and the Womans Eggs Pregnant, there 
will be no Conception: Hence it is neceſſary that 
both be in a fruitful State, the Seed of the Man and 
the Womb of the Woman, well temper d with Heat, 
and full of active Spirits, and that they both Copu- 
late with befirting ardency, and both Spend ar one 
and the ſame time, in order to 2 a Child; alſo 
the Womb ſhould be in ſuch a ſtate of Delight, as to. 
attract or ſuck: in the Seed of the Man in the time of 
the Act, in order to treaſure ir up and embrace ir ſo, 
as that no intervening Air gets between to cool it, 
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and make ir unfit for Generation; for ſomerimes it 


happens that che Y/omb greedily ſnatcheth and em- 
braceth the Seed, bur does not keep it, but lets it 
come forth two or three Days after, or elſe keeps ir 
only to the producing of a Mola or falſe Conception, 
or tho it receives it, the attractive faculty is hurt or 
hinder d by the Diſtemper, or becauſe a Woman hates 
rs Husband ; but of this we have diſcours'd be- 
fore: . | EE 
There are other Diſorders relating to Conception, 
hindering it by means of the indiſpoſition of the Ova- 
rium, the narrowneſs of the Trumpets, the defect of 
the Nutritious Juice of the Egg, Sc. which as they 
are frequently incurable, need not be touch d upon here. 
There is alſo another Indiſpoſition in Momen, which tho 
it does not hinder Copulation, but to the contrary ren- 
ders them more than ordinary deſirous of it, yet hinders 
Conception, and that is an itching of the Neck of the 
MWonb, which doth ſo trouble them, and cauſe ſuch a De- 
ſire of rubbing and ſeratching, as to take away their 
ſeep; I have had ſeveral Women come to adviſe 
: — 2 witch 
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with me about this Malady, and one not long ſince, 

who was ſo extreamly tormented, that ſhe could not 
forbear rubbing and ſcrarching in all Companies and 
Places where ſhe happen d to be; after uſing divers 
Medicines to no purpole, ſhe told me ſhe had ſprinkled 

hot Aſhes upon her Secret Parts almoſt ro burn her, 
which by rubbing on hard, caus d a ſoreneſs, rawnels, 
and bleeding ; yer had done her rhe moſt good : Bur 
after the part was heal'd, her itching return'd again, 
being caus d, as molt are, if not from Venereal In- 
fection) by a collection of fiery, falr, flegmarick 
Humours lodg'd there, which being a depending parr, 
and fink of the Body, Humours do the more flow, and 
is what may eaſily be Cur'd by proper Methods; but 
where it is from the Venereal Diſeaſe, muſt be reme- 
died by Antivenereali, of which I have ſpoke at large 

in my Sixth Edition of that Diſeaſe lately Printed, 
and have alſo in my Tranſlation of the Ingenious 
Dr. Greenfields Book of Cantharides, p. 252: related 

the Cafe of a Gentlewoman under ſuch a perplexing 
Irching, whom I Cur'd, when all other Remedies had 

been ineffectually try d.

5 I there areſcarce any infallible Signs, however ordinarily 

| it is, that if a Woman hath Conceiv'd, the internal 

Orifice of the Vomb is cloſe ſhut up, and the Terms 

are ſtopt; in the firſt few Days after Coition, if the 

Woman has Conceiv'd, ſhe finds a certain ſhivering 

or wandring ſenſe of Cold to ſpread it ſelf over the 

Body, or its exreme Parts; the Appetite is impair'd ; , 

ſhe Vomits every Morning, and is troubled with 

Fs Longings, and loathing ſuch Meats as 9 
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if ſhe be of a Scorbutick Habit, dia Cathochymidh 
withal, ſhe is troubled with Hyfterick Affections, 
tho' a ſtranger to the Vapours before, and the firſt 


Month or fo, is oftentimes troubled with a-heavineſs 


and giddineſs:of the Head, and ſomerimes the Tooth- 


ach; at length a gradual Swelling invades the Belly 


which points upwards, and in the third, fourth, or 


fifth Month the Child is felt ro move in the Belly, 


firſt more obſcurely, and afrerwards more diſt inctly, 
vw are manifeſt Signs of the Womans being with 
Sometimes Women fancy themſelves with Child, 
by their having their Terms ſtopt, and a Swelling in 
the Belly, which moves ro and fro as if it was a 
Child, when all the while tis nothing but Wind that 
inflates the Belly, by the external Air getting into the 

Womb:after Child-bearing, or after Miſcarriage ; and 
ſometimes aſter their Courſes, or after bathing in Water. 
Sometimes Conception is ſuppos d to be, when tis 
only a Dropſie or collection of clear or yellowift 

Water in the Tomb; and ſometimes this Dropſie of the 
Womb joins it ſelf to a true Conception, as taking its 
riſe from the redundancy of the Nutritive Liquor, 
mix d with much water, from the ſuppreſſion of the 
Terms or Lochia, or whatever obſtructs the reflux f 


the Lywph from the Womb. 


Sometimes a Woman Conceives, bur the Concep- 


tion is vitious or deprav d, departing. from a human 


form, and aſſumes the Shape of other Animals, which 
are called Monſters, or elſe continues a ſhapeleſs lump, 


void of Form, and thence call'd a Mo/a or Falſe Con- 
ception, occaſion d by the confuſion, or mixture of the 


Nutritious Humour contain d in the Chorion, with 


that of the Egg; upon which, the tracts of the Fer 


delineated in the latter are effac d by the former, and 


is oftentimes occaſion d by violent Motion, Paſſion 


or Heat, or by uſing Venery when the Woman has 

her Courſes, or when the Body is very foul, or the 

Womb greatly obſtructed, Some ſay that both Wi- 
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dows and Virgins may have Moles in: their Numb: 
without accompanying with any Man, but not of the 


| ſubſtance of the others, for when they come away 


them, they preſently by the Air melt into Wa- 
ter, when thoſe that Women have by accompanying 
with Men are fleſhy ; and the reaſon given why this 


may happen ro Widows and Virgins is, that in their I 


fleep, being of a Laſcivious and Luftful Nature, and 
not able hardly to contain themſelves within bounds, 
do in their ſleep, Spend their Seed, which flowing 
into their Vombs, and being but weak for want of 
the Man's Seed, is little more than of a wateriſnh Sub- 
ſtance; but this is ridiculous, it being impaſſible for 
a Mela to be in any Womans Womb, without ſhe has 
copulated and receiv'd therein rhe Seed of the Man. 
Iis a difficult thing to diſtinguiſh. rightly. a N4/ 
from a true Conception, eſpecially if a Child accom- 
panies it in the Vomb, in which Caſe it either kills 
the Child, or cauſes Abortion ; however. by carefully 
obſerving, we may diſcern a Mola by its great weight, 
and by the meaſure of irs motion, Which is either 


none ar all, or ſuch as by its ſhuggiſhnets is eaſily 
diiſtinguiſn'd from the brisk motion of a living Child; 


bur if it poſſeſs the Vomb alone, it generally putriſies 
and entails the like mifchief to the Nn; therefore 


we ought carefully ro obſerve, whether the Moa is 


join d with a Child, which if it be, we muft endeavour 


to prevent Abortion if poſſible, and expect the exclu- 
ſion of the Child, with which the Mola is ordina- 
tily expell d. But if the Mola is alone, without any 


Child, we muſt endeavour with all convenient ſpeed 
to procure its ejection. But the plainer to under- 
ſtand whether there be a Conception of a true Birth, 
or a Mola, the obſerving the following Biꝑns of true 
Conception may may ſer the matter in a clear Light. 

A Woman therefore that has Conceivd with 
Child, ſound at the time of Conception a more rhan or- 
dinary. delight in the Act; alſo beſides the Signs above 
given, finds if cold Water be drunk, a ä

redder than formerly ; the Breaſts: begin to ſwell and 
wax hard, with a little pain and ſoreneſs; the Veins 
of the Breaſts are more clearly ſeen, than they were 


wont to be; the Veins of the Eyes are clearly ſeen, 


and the Eyes ſeem ſometbing diſcolour d, with a 


blackneſs under the Lids, alſo the Face is diſcclou-d 


and looks wan, and the Body a ſmall matter feehle, 


with weatineſs, yawhing and ſtretehing. It has been 


deliver d for a certain. Truth, that if the Veins under 
the lower Eye. lids be ſwell 
appearing clearly, and the Eye ſomething diſcolour d, 
| at the ſame time the Woman nor fatigu d with 

any Indiſpofition, that Woman is with Child ; and 
this ſhews it moſt plainly, juſt upon her Co tion, 
and all the firſt two Months, and has been told ma- 


ny Women beſore they have deen a fortnight with 
Child, which they never fail'd finding afterwards to 


be true. There are many fabulous Stories concerning 
knowing whether a Woman be with Child or not; 
ſuch as by putting the Womans Urine in a Glaſs, and 
ſtopping it cloſe for ahree days, and then ſtraining it 
through a fine Linen Cloth, wherein, if ſhe be with 
Child, you will fiod many ſmall living Creatures; 
and that by putting a green Nettle into the Womans 
Urine, and covering it cloſe, letting it remain therein 
a whole Night, if ſhe be with Child, you will find 


the Nettle the next Morning to be full of red Spots; | 


and if not with Child, with black Spots. And after 


this manner have divers Authors, as Albertus Magnus, 


Michael Scorms, and others, given it in their Writings, 
concerning a Womans being with Child with a Boy 
or a Girl, as that when ſhe riſeth up from her Chair, 
or the like, ſhe ſooner ſtays: her ſelf with one hand 
or the other, if with the right, ſhe is with Child 
with a Boy, if the left, with a Girl; alſo that her 
Belly, when big with a Boy, lies rounder and higher 


than with a Girl. And that a Boy is felt firſt to ſtir 
on the right Side of the Womans Belly, and a Girl 


on

on the left. That a Woman breeds Boys eaſier and 
with leſs pain than ſhe does Girls, and carries her 
great Belly with more nimbleneſs and activity. Thar 
the right Breaſt when à Woman is with Child of 
a Boy, is more plump and harder than the left, and 
the right Nipple redder, when being with Child 
of a Girl, che left Breaſt and left Nipple are ſo. 
That the Colour or Complexion of the Woman is 
more clear when ſhe is with Child of a Boy, and 
more ſwarthy when with a Girl. That if the Circles 
under the Womans Eyes, which are of a wan blue 
colour, be more apparent under the right Eye, and 
the Veins in that Eye more diſcolour d than under 
the left, ſhe is with Child of a Boy; bur if ſuch ef- 
fects under the left more than the right, with a Girl. 
Thar if by the Womans milking a drop of Milk out 
olf either of her Breaſts, into à Baſon of fair Water, 
the drop ſpreads and ſwims at rop; ſhe is with Child 
with a Boy, but if it ſinks to the bottom, as it drops 
round in a drop, tis with a Girl. With many others 
of the like fabulous Stories, invented and inſerted only 
as amuzements, when there is no more in em than in the 
ridiculous Story of Philippus Salmonthus, in his Chap. 
De Partu per Os; or in the nonſenſical Aſſertion of a cer- 
old Author, who affirms, That a drop of a Womans 
© Menſtruous Blood or Courſes, put upon a Looking- 
glaſs, will leave an indelible. Stain thereon ; which 
we have in a place before confured, and which eve- 
ry Woman now has ſo much underſtanding as to 
know:to. be ridicnlons:;: 7c s nn or nt. 
Where Parents force their Daughters to marry Men 
contrary to their Liking, therein marrying their Bo- 
dies, but not their Hearts, is, for the moſt part, the 
cauſe of no Conception; for where there is want of 
Love, the Woman admits not her Husband as ſne 
would if ſhe lov'd him, and as ſeldom conceives 
thereby, as Women do who are deflowor d againſt 
their Inclinations; for the Man and Wife ſhould be of 
one Mind, and naturally of one * |

- that for fear of incurring the dangers that the ſup- 


preſſion of the Terms expoſes them to, to the pro- 
voking the Child to an untimely Egreſs, tho often- 
times. Cuſtom, which being as 'twere ſecond Nature, 
gives leave to ſeveral things which rho' of themſelves 
are offenſive, yet never injures ; therefore tis that Sum- 
mer Fruits, violent Aromaticks, ſtrong Smells, whe- 
ther ſweet or fætid, agree with ſome, which to 
others prove. pernicious. ; allo much Wine and Li- 


quors that are acid, prove dangerous ro ſome, even 


to cauſe Abortion, which to others that have been 
accuſtom d to them, are never diſagreeable; the ſame 
may be ſaid of violent Motion, which all People al- 
low will endanger Miſcarriage, yet to thoſe that have 
been us d to exerciſe, and motion, uſing it as much 
as before they were with Child, never hurts or in 
the leaſt injures them; and ſo of long Watchings, 
Fear, Anger, Looſeneſs, Coſtiveneſe, and the like, 
which to ſome Women are very dangerous, nay, ſome 
are ſo prone ro Miſcarriages, as that the leaſt offend- 
ing in any of theſe, it immediately takes them, be- 
yond any relief or prevention. 3

irritation or contraction of the Womb, occaſion d by 


irregular Paſſions, violent Motion, drinking much

out ever hearing a word of Copulation, yer they know 
how to go about ir, and ſtand in need of no Maſter 
for that end, than the bare Inſpiration of Nature, 
which determines all other Animals. Indeed there is bo 
this difference berween Men and other Animals, thar 
the latter are prompted ro the Action by a Brutal 
Paſſion, when the former ought to confine his to the 
meaſures of Reaſon, and the Laws of the Society.
